Stearns began by protesting against 
having been advertised as a humor­ 
ist. insisting that she hail never made 
hut one attempt to fie funny, and that 
was unsuccessful. 
And then she told 
a funny story to prove her point. 
II* for** taking 
up her particular 
subject, the speaker mentioned eight 
great problems which tile world must 
solve: the labor problem, the liquor 
problem, the war problem, the wom­ 
an problem, the race problem, the 
problem of popular government, tin* 
problem of popular education, and. 
finally, the problem of public Unsure 
Touching briefly each of these. Missltrav 
Stearns found hope in the progress 
made thus far in each. 
Coming lo lo t' own subject, she di­ 
vided 
the day 
into periods 
eight 
hours of work, eight hours for sleep. 
three flours for meals, and five for 
leisure. 
And the leisure hours con­ 
stitute th** problem.

To Own a 
Drink in Idaho

Moscow, 
Idaho, 
Dec. 2— I d a h o ’s 
new s t a t u t e m a k i n g it a c rim e for any 
persons to h av e liquor In his p osses­ 
sion is lo be tested for c o n s titu t io n ­ 
ality in th e U. S. s u p re m e court. The 
hig h c o u r t ’s decision m a y have im ­ 
p o r ta n t b e a r i n g on th e nationw ide 
battle of tile w ets and drys. The dis 
triet and s u p r e m e co u rts of idaho 
have declared th e law constitutional. 
The wets say th e law is unconsti­ 
tu ti o n a l; because section XIV’ of the 
federal co n s titu tio n says “ no state 
shall m a k e or enforce any law which 
shall a b rid g e th e privileges or im ­ 
m u n it ie s of citizens 
of the 
United 
►States, n o r shall any stat** deprive any 
person of life, liberty 
or 
property 
w ith o u t due process of law, nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction 
th e equal protection of the law.” 
T h e Idaho supreme court upheld 
th e law on th e theory that “ th** leg 
isla tu re is suprem e and can denounce 
us a crim e th** possession of whiskey 
if in Its ju d g m e n t such denuncia tion 
is essential to the health, morale and 
safety of th** public.’’
